Noticeable also was the dampened ardour of the few who did 
patronize the game. Perhaps the weather had something to do 
with this but more likely it is that most of those who were there were 
quite prepared to see MeGill lose. If such was the attitude it is 
no wonder that the yell was delivered in such a half-hearted fashion. 
It rather reflects on the student body when visitors from another uni- 
versity witness the languid enthusiasm shown by the MeGill men 
who were out to cheer last night. 

Something will have to be done before the next game. Some 
popular college idol ought to come forward and lend his efforts to 
.the organization of an effective rooting combine. This would do 
much for the team. It goes without saying that much of the suc- 
cess attained by the football team was due to the enthusiastic inter- 
est evinced by the undergraduate body in the football games. If we 
could only raise the same crowd at a hockey match we might expect 
Aat all that the men had in them would be put into the play and the 
ory of the game would be a different one.

FORESTRY FACTS 



Rabbits have damaged or killed 
thousands of young forest trees In the 
West by eating the bark around the 
base of the stems. 

Circular saws of paper arc being in- 
creasingly used In Kngland for the 
cutting of thin plates of wood. Ve- 
neers made in this way are so smooth 
that cabinet-makers can use them 
without further planing. 

It Is a common superstition among 
the woodsmen of Kastern Canada that 
many of the "dead" larch trees have 
come to life again. The trees noticed 
were not really deiul, however, but had 
appeared so because they had been 
entirely stripped of their leaves by the 
larvae of the larch saw-fly. The tam- 
arack Is a valuable tree because of its 
ability to grow in swamps, and its 
wood is highly esteemed for fuel, ties, 
.fence posts and construction work gen- 
erally. Yet through the continued rav- 
ages of the larch saw-fly over one-half 
the tamarack In Kastern Cunada has 
already been destroyed. 

Mr. W. N. Millar, District Inspector 
of Dominion Forest Reserves In Al- 
berta, says: "Along the north fork 
of the Sheep River Is found the largest 
body of non-licensed merchantable 
timber which I have yet seen In the 
Rocky Mountains. It Is rather rc- 
: markable that this timber consists al- 
most entirely of lodgepole pine— thoro 
was In sight at least ten sections (ten 
square miles) of this timber." 

Australian gum-trees have attained 
the enormous height of 480 feet, which 
is 140 feet higher than the most gi- 
gantic sequoias in California, and 
twice as high as the great lirs of Brlt- 
isli Columbia. How trees supply their 
foliage with water at such a height 
is still a matter of sclentllic contro- 
versy.

Among the Saxons the fact that 
mistletoe was suspended from the 
roof of a dwelling Indlcuted to the 
wayfarer that the hospitality of tho 
house was at his disposal, and be- 
neath Its branches lrlcnd and strang- 
er, vassul and lord, gathered togeth- 
er in comradeship and good cheer. 

The religious aspect of tho mistle- 
toe tradition, which had :ts origin in 
the Druldlcnl rites and the gathering 
of it by the Archdruld with his gold- 
en sckle, merged latar Into a purely 
social symbol, and the idea of sim- 
ple hospitality developed Into one of 
merrymaking and a somewhat riotous 
entertainment. 

Tho kiss of the Scandinavian god- 
dess expanded into tho custom of a 
kiss given for every berry that grow 
en the bough. Small wonder that. In 
spite of the mistletoe having original- 
ly existed In the odor of sanctity, the 
chuich camo to regard It as un entire- 
ly pagan symbol and refused to allow 
It to participate with the holly and 
the evergreen In ".he Vulctlde decora- 
tions.
